ASCOT HEATH RACES. 


TUESDAY —THE OPENING DAY. 

In weather most brilliant, and under “right royal” auspices, the meeting on 
the Berksh'cy Heath was inaugurated to-day. The attendance was immense, 
for the South Western and Great Westorn Railways ‘afforded such attractive 
facilitizs; and, independent of the bill of fare boing so plethoric of interest, the 
publi were induced to patronise the heath extensively owing to the Prince 
aud Lin pe of Wales having announced their intention of “assisting” upon 

6 occasion. 
The raing of the previous few days had materially benofited the course; 
and there was a good covering. Since last year a great many 
alteratious and improvements have been carried out on the Stand and course, 
under the direction of Capt. Seymour, Mr. Skinner, Mr. G, Oades, and Mr. 
Manning; and no expense haa been spared to increase the comfort of visitors, 
by the erection of an additional number of private boxes and stalls, all of 
which, we believe, have been bespoke for some time past. Extra retiring- 
rooms and lavatories have likewise been provided; but the greatest boon of all 
ig the erection of a cloak and retiring room for ladies in the carriage enclosure, 
opposite the Stand, the want. of which has jlong been a source of complaint 
here, 80 numerously attended as Ascot Races are by the fair sex. A groat 
nuisance has likewise been done away with by removing the booths from the 
immediate neighbourhood of the Queen's and Master of the Backhounds 
stands to # considerable distance beyond, and the space immediately ad~ 
ict ning the Royal inclosure has hoon converted intoa saddling paddock, which 

as long been wanted at Ascot, as trainers have been driven to the necessity 
of saddling their horses “all over the place; whilst jockeys, especially boys, 
have experienced the greatest difficulty in finding their horses before a race. 
It was evident that the est was ushering in with its accustomed 
eclat, as the immenso human freight dislodged itself from the chemin 
de fer of the South Western Railway, and wended their way towards 
the main enclosure. The Grand Stand was thoroughly crammed, and 
the lawn was tenanted by all tho patrician belles of Belgravia, 
who were attired in the moat splendid costume that fancy could dictate. The 
scene was quite a national one—totally different fromthe kaleiodoscope of the, 
Grand Prix de Paris—less of a military aspect, and necessarily more of tio 
mingled and congenial masses of our native soil. The equipages outnumD sre,q 
those of preceding years, and the various groups on the inner portion of “he 
race-course presented a coup d'eil very eascnr witnessed elsewhere tar.n in 
the locality of our Royal home of Windsor. The sun shone forth bii'iantly, 
and from an early hour the visitors began to flow in from all imaginable 
directions. The whole aspect of the scene was a most pleasurable one; and 
everybody appeared to have surrendered themselves to ‘the se.y7nth heaven 
of enjoyment.” As usual a strong force of the A division of Metropolitan 
Police were marshalled upon duty at an early hourin the moraing, and every 
avenue to the lawn and stands was so carefully and judigjyusly guarded by 
Sie Richard Mayne'’s principal schirri, that everything in ‘the shape of con- 
fusion and inconvenience,was thus avoided. y 

The Prince and Princess of Wales ‘arrived from Froymore soon after twelve 
o'clock; and it is scarcely necessary to add that the %opeful Royal pair were 
received with the ovation and enthusiasm only *,ppertaining to the hearty 
English character.

Drer-Sua Frentva.—Mr. Dempster, who wae, Sones a pilot of 
Bombay harbour, Hon. Rast India Company's service, has laboured up- 
wards of twenty-three years investigating and inquiring into the 
present state of our fisheries and fish markets. Mr. Dempster has made 
many discoveries, particularly in the North, where the small open boat 
for in-shore fishing is in use, and the fishermen’s females hawk about 
fish on theiy backs in creels. Mr. Dempster declares it to be his full 
conviction that the creel-hawking custom is the real root of the evil 
that prevents fishery extension and fish market improvements from 
going forward in the North as they have done upon the River Chames 
and the River Humber, where the ‘fishermen employ large-decked craft 
for deep-sea fishing, and many of these are fitted with wells to keep 
the fish living until they arrive into port. Mr. Dempster is strong 
upon the creel-hawking custom, and saysi—* It should be abolished. 
It is unfeminine work for females to be hawking fish about the streets 
in creels, ‘The fishermen in the south who employ decked welled ves- 
sels for deep-sea fishing, can afford to keep their wives and daughters 
respectably at home, as captains-and officers of other ‘descriptions of 
seagoing ships do; and so might allthe fishermen who at present em- 
ploy open boats for in-shore fishing after they are furnished with large 
decked vessels for deep-sea fishing.” What "Mr. Dempster now recom- 
mens to bring round the reform requisite to be made. to improve 
Great [Britain's fisheries, is the formation of joint-stock companies, 
who will undertake to build fleets of decked, welled cod bangers, and 
let them out yearly to the open-boat fishermen, or they may hire the

THE CLOSE SEASON FOR GAME IN INBLAND. 


A sry has been brought in by Sir H. Bruce and Colonel Forde ay 
altering the days for shooting in Ireland.

o ENTENTE CORDIALE. ; 

THERE is not, at least there has not been hitherto, any more 
striking feature upon the English race-course than the cordiality 
with which horses of other nations have been welcomed to our land, 
and the universal good feeling with which their successes have been 
received. From the day when the Duke of Orleans won the Good- 
wood Cup, with Beggarman, to the latest handicap success of Dollar, 
both French and American yisitors, Tros Tyriusve, have invariably 
found the most friendly recognition and sympathy. Since that 
time Jouvence, Baroncino, and Monarque have suecessfully carried 
off that great criterion of racing merit, the Goodwood Cup. 
Palestro and Mdlle. de Chantilly have won two of our most 
important handicaps ; while among the Americans, Prioress, Starke, 
and Optimist have severally proved that the excellence of the 
English racehorse is not impaired by transmission to foreign climes. 
And in no instance, much as defeat may have chagrined the owners 
of our own unrivalled studs, have we of the British public failed to 
recognise and applaud the spirit and enterprise with which the 
invasion of-our chosen territory has heen carried out. Of us it 
may be truly said, in the words of the satirist— 

Laudamus equam, facili cui plurima palma 

Fervet, et exsultat rauco victoria circo; 

Nobilis hic quocunque venit de gramine cujus 

Olara fuga ante alios et primus in aquore pulvis. 
An allusion in the next line to “ venale pecus” forbids a continuance 
of quotation, Ringing cheers have greeted M. Lupin, M. de Roths- 
child—aye, even Count Frederick de la Grange himself—as their 
winners came back to scale ; and never was this more palpably the 
case than when Palestro achieved his great Cambridgeshire victory. 

We are now told, loudly and queronsly, that all this is changod. 
Charges of party spirit, of potty jealousy, are freely made and be- 
lieved; and the sportsmanlike understanding between two friendly 
nations is alloged to have been broken through by an angry crowd, 
zealous to protect their national interests by fair means or foul, It 
is true, as has been remarked in more places than one, that these

and Suburban; a few short days, and he is found running at the 
highest of weights in France, and again here, at Epsom, with 
82lb more on his back, and winning! Is this accident ? Or, 
coming to the instance more directly before us, Fille de l’Air, 
after a most wonderful performance last year, preceded by an 
equally wonderful defeat, is justly installed first favourite for the 
English Two Thousand, a position she attained by the money of the 
very public to whom national bias is now imputed. How she was be- 
fore the race, the trainer himself told us, “ Never fitter, never better.” 
How she ran in the race, let curious inquirers ask the jockey who rode 
her. How she was after the race, let the description given by an eye- 
witness, and quoted in our columns, be accepted as arecord. She 
crosses the Channel to run for the French race which corresponds 
to that in England for which she was last. The pear is not yet 
ripe, and she sustains a second most unlucky defeat from Baronello 
and Bayard, only beating Leuctres a head or so, A fortnight 
elapsea the more yaluable and important French Oaks claims her 
services, and is attended with the somewhat curious result of her 
literally “walking in” from the same form as that which she 
could not come near before ; and then, again suffering under the 
disadvantage of recrossing the water, she wins the English race of 
the same name in a canter! Can we say more ?—or are we pre- 
judiced? Ask the little chosen band who left the shores of Gaul, 
in April last, to back their idol for the race they fondly thoughtishe 
could not lose—ask the sporting press of other lands—the Berlin 
Sporn's indignant commentary—the scarcely Veiled sareasms of 
Le Sport—whether the inference drawn by the English public 
from the above history was unwarrantably and improperly harsh?

He is now 
in his 26th year, stands 5ft 44in, and weighed on the morning of fighting 
(Toesday last) within a shade of 9st 2!b.. His frst essay within the ropes wag 
with Smoker, of Dudley, at whose han‘ls, some seven years since, ho suffered 
defeat, after a terrifle contest. The next to dispute the palm with him was 
Green, of Bilston, whom he defeated, after 1 game battle. Ike Pearson, of 
Dudley, soon after, had to suceumb to his superior prowess. Next, Dinner, of 
Belper, had to strike his colours to our hero. Boat, of Gornal, was the next 
to test his prowess, and he too had to succumb. Sampkins has seen 32 summers, 
and stands ft 9in, his fighting weight on the present occasion being a trifle 
over 10st, His pugilistic propensities were first indulgod against a Derbyshire 
man, whom he cleverly defeated. Subsequently, he was pitted against 
Smacker, of Gornal, which engagement terminatedinadraw. For the present 
match he trained under that veteran, Posh Price, of Birmingham, and certainly 
looked A 1 in condition, hailing from Mr, Billingham's, Windmill Inn, Sedgley- 
road, ~ Sulphur reared his trainer at the Brown Jug, Salop-street, under the 
able tuition of that master of the art, Young Furze, of London, who, by his 
protege’s appearance, had evidently done him ample justice, as he looked as 
fine as a star, ‘The toss for choice of place being won by Sulphur, he at once 
named Hartlebury-common, and as early as one o'clock on Tuesday morning, 
a start was made (the van being led by Sampking), and the spot was reached 
soon alter day-break~Outuall-green.

These remarks were loudly applauded. The Secretary (Mr, Armstrong) 
then detailed his financial statement, and, upon a careful perusal of that 
document, we are glad to confirm that gentleman's budget sheet, There 
is £131 (as near as may be) in hand—eloge upon £30 more, asa 
balance, that in any preceeding season noted on the books.

It had been said by some that they had broken the rules 
by giving away donations to other charities than the Cumberland and 
Westmoreland institutions; but he (Mr. Hodgson) thought it was a 
step in the right dircetion, and had been, from motives both of policy 
and kindness, aly walranted. Mr. Gilchrist objected to the balance 
sheet, but on its being proposed by Mr. Bell, seconded by Mr. Joho 
Brown, the same was ordered to be adopted. An angry altercation 
now ensued upon the nature of a disgracefully-concocted cirenlar, but 
eventually the whole wretched thing was tabooed, and its originator 
likewise.
